Yeaterday afternoon, before a large 
audience, composed of R.V.C. Alumnae 
and tbeir friends. Miss Isabel McCaw, 
of '13, told of her experiences as an 
ambulance driver In Serbia. 

Before Miss McCaw began her talk 
.Mrs. Reford made an appeal to the 
Alumnae Society for their earaest 
si!l»port of Thrift Stamps. The pro- 
ceeds of the Alumnae lectures, which 
were given this winter, were then an- 
nouuced. Four hundred and twen- 
i>-six dollars and thirty-five cents 
have been cleared. 

M*8s McCaw was then called upon. 
She first stated that Rhe wa» not a 
public speaker, and intended to give 
only a talk on her experiences, with- 
out any oratorical rhetoric. Early in 
1916 she decided to become an ambu- 
lance driver, and attempted to take a 
mechanical course in Montreal. Af- 
ter some difficulty she found a French 
garase down in ttie East End, where 
she remained two months studying 
the internal workings of a car. She 
met Miss Kathleen Burke, and became 
interested in the work of the Scottl.li 
Women's Hospital in Serbia. Find- 
ing the amount of correspondence 
necessary in applying for a position 
from this side of the wat«r, rather 
overwhelming, «he decided to go to 
Encland and see if tbbt would , im- 
prove matters. . , . 

Miss McCaw obuined a position 
with the C.E.F., and went to England, 
where, after four months, she succeed- 
ed ';lin éntering the Scottish Women's 
Hospital. In February,, 1917, she biA 
orders to leave for' Salonika. The 
voyage was performed safely, though 
submarines were known to be in the 
vicinity. At the mouth of the har- 
bour of Salonika was a ship which 
bad been torpedoèd and beached. The 
city was cresctni shaped around the 
bay, and at each end were miles of 
military camps. The guns were 
beard continuously Up north. At 
this time the railway was being bomb- 
ed and the Scottish Women were com- 
pelled to stay several days in Saloni

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THE CAMPUS THREATENED. 

It is now some years since students of McGill were able to 
])oint to a well-kept expanse of green and rejoice in a campus that 
icaily gladdened the eye. In the piping times of peace, it seemed 
*uch a natural adjunct to the ox'derly life of the college that no 
one thought of leraarking upon it. When the war broke out, 
and it became necesBary to train large bodies of men in the short- 
est possible time, the campus of McGill was thrown open to the 
jnilitary, and for the next four years scarcely a day passed that 
did not see hundreds of khaki-clad figures busily drilling upon it. 

As was only to be expected, the once carefully trimmed grass 
suffered in consequence of this unwonted treatment. Bare 
patches, where the turf had been denuded of its covering, began 
to appear upon its surface, and the outlines of the cinder-path, 
which ran around it, were gradually merged into the main cam- 
pus. Nevertheless, professors and students alike, while they re- 
jrretted the passing away of a familiar adornment of the univers- 
i'tj^ould not help feeling a certain pride on reflecting upon the 
noblê causé in whlcji tjijp£sa^rifite wg» being ma^e, : The bat- 
tered expahse -sâw- ïhé" raising and training of the Universities 
companies of glorious memory, and the two McGill Siege Bat- 
teries, as well as that of a dozen other units, now famous. No 
one gi-udged the use that was being made of the ground. 

Now that the, war is over, however, there seems to be no good 
reason why a certain amount of care should not be taken to have 
the campus assume its fomer appearance. The first step will have 
to be in the direction of putting a stop to the promiscuous use of 
it by the public. As matters now stand, everyone who is in a 
hurry to get down-town, and a good many who are not, will 
choose the route across the grounds on their way to business, and 
(luitc oblivious to the fact that they are infringing upon the rights 
of the college. As a result, a deeply marked path has been wora 
which it will take a considerable amount of time and labour to 
efface. 

The last straw was added yesterday, when someone conceiv- 
ed the happy (?) idea of dumping a quantity of ashes, mingled 
with empty tin cans and other garbage, upon the northern slope 
of our beautiful campus, reducing it, for the time being, at least, 
to the level of a common refuse heap. Surely this action is not 
to be tolerated by the authorities? The Athletics Committee of 
Corporation, under whose control are the grounds, will have 
something to say on the subject. If the process is continued of 
making the campus a receptacle for waste matter of all kinds, it 
will not be long before the once lovely stretch of turf is converted 
into a noisome "cabbage-patch."

Succeeding experiences in this con- 
! ncctlon, while possibly not character- 
ized by all the sadness and discomfi- 
ture of the first were in many in- 
stances exceedingly Impressive. 

I am thoroughly convinced that the 
most essential asset for a col loge 
journalist Is diplomacy. For In- 
stance, when bitter disputes has ren- 
dered the question ot dual control or 
equal representation one which had 
better be avoided in polite society, the 
editor may find his position a diffU 
cult one. However much ho may wish 
to make reparation for the unfortu- 
nate past, ho Is confronted with the 
problem of how to approach delicate- 
ly so dangerous a question. Truly, a 
diplomat may "sa/ it with flowers." 
But, alas, and that reminds me, even 
a diplomat may be misunderstood. 
For example (merely a hypothetical 
case, of course), a contribution of 
flowers, attached to the card of the 
editor'in-chlef, is a very .ambiguous 
expression of propitiation. (Yes, even 
though it be tendered at Christmas 
time.) 

AVcre I to ask you to énumerate 
the duties, of the "office 'boy" you 
would possibly find little difficulty In 
replying in a fairly satisfactory man- 
ner — "Carrying copy to the printer?" 
Quiet correct. "Carrying cuts?" 
Equally correct; except \vhen, as more 
often Is the case, they are delivered 
personally. But you have omitted 
one veiy Important item of du^y — one 
which makes the office boy indispens- 
able. What about those little succint- 
ly worded communications which come 
like frantic àppeals from a ship- 
wrecked and destitute crew, "Send 
more èopy-paper, etc., etc"; or those 
curt little demands, the receipt of 
which, after the "make-up" is com- 
plete, so flatters and pleases thu news 
editor. But yoii, of course, who are 
only a layman, can't be expected to 
know of these things. 

One of the greatest difficulties 
(apart, from lack of everyth'ng else 
but "filler"), which a rifws editor ex- 
periences, is that of lack of "filler." 
In this respect, however, the "Dally" 
has enjoyed singular prosperity- 
thanks to the powers that be (or will 
be, if I mistake not.) 

With regard to "filler," it may be 
pertinent to draw attention to the pre. 



war claaaiflcation to which it was sub- 
jected. The Journalist divided "filler" 
into two classes and considered them 
thus: First—The wherewithal to fill 
his paper: and second, that "filler" 
which be must seek within the pre- 
clnta of the ham-and or the onc- 
arm,fd-Ritz. Little did the scribe 
dream that there was any possibility 
of breaking down these barriers of 
distinction. It. was the war menu 
which wrought the revelation. 

My journalistic experience lias tbor- 
oughly convinced me ot the great de- 
slraWlity of possessing an unim- 
peachable character. So many of my 
associates have succumbed to the 
thrusts of the indefatigable Quips, 
whose satirical propensities remain 
unabated afttr years ot relentless ex- 
ercise, that I feel in duty bound to 
give utterance to a warning. Abso- 
lutely the only way to escape the 
darts of the demon lies in the prcser- 
vat'on of an inculpable character — re- 
fuse to be incriminated, repudiate in- 
sinuation and "carry on!" 

In conclusion, I may say that I owe 
tny great deliverance to the fact that 
when, as a budding dipper of "fftlcr, ' 
I discovered the editorial sanctum to 
1)0 tho melting-pot par excellence for 
"inside" information of all sorts. I 
was awakened to certain realizations ■ 
and mapped my course accordingly. 
Whether I am indebted for my pcrs-l 
picuity to one whom I recently de- 
scribed as All-Highest 1., under whose 
paternal direction I acquired an appe- 
tite for copy-paper, or whether my 
deliverance is ..entirely due to intui- 
tion. Is a question which need not be 
answered. The fact remains that T 
am absolutely free and untrammelled, 
and may write with clear conscience 
of reminiscences which are based ou 
what I have seen and heard, rather 
than upon what I have personally ex- 
perienced. Truly, this Is an advtn- 
lage.

(CuatiBued fnim Faso 1) 
ka, which was a fasclnatltig city be- 
fore the time of the fire. Finally, 
they "were able to proceed up the line 
in a truck. On the way ttiey passed 
a hospital which had l>een badly bomb- 
ed. The Bisters had stuck to their 
posts, and sererat bad been killed. 
This hospital may have been hit by 
I accident, for, at that time the Qer- 
mans did not usually bomb hospitals 
deliberately. The ammunition dump, 
nearby, was still ezplodins. 

After a 12-bour trip the hospital was 
finally reached, and the women start- 
led work at once, carrying patients 
from the train. This hospital waa 
47 miles from the front line, and the 
woromi who had begun it had come 
out in 1916. The ambulance drivers j 
collected the wounded from the field 
and brought (hem down the most ter- 
rible roads. The sharp turns, known 
as "hair-pin" bends, were particular- 
ly dangerous. Screral A.S.C. cars 
went over the cdg-e, but all the am« 
balances got by safely. 

I Miss McCaw told of o'ne of -the great 
i battles of mountain warfare, where 
I the Serbs, from their trenches iu the 
' valley, drove the Bulgars from their 
strong position on the hill-top, and 
back into the country for miles. Miss 
McCaw wont ovtv the battlefield later 
and found the bodies still there, pre- 
served by frost, but the flowers were 
out and, Strang* to say, the only onca 
found in th« trenches were pansies 
and forget-mo-noti. 

1 The patients In the hospital wore 
' mostly Serbs, then Russians and Bul- 
I gai's. and a few French and Knglisb . 
I It was impossible to drive smoothly 
I with a Ford ambulance through the 
I toot-and-a-bair of tnud, but the pati 
lents never complained. Tbo Serb 
' lans were wonderful in standing, palu. 
The Russians were leaat able to bear 

• It. They were good linguists and 
often talked to the sisters. Many of 
tlicin tiald that the Russian soldiers 
were dissiiiIsfiPd because uo ot'Mciul 

• report was seul lo 'Lcir hor.ies when 
' they were killed or wounded, and their 

taiuillcs were unable to find out what 
' had become of tbem. At the begin- 
ning tlie llussiau anuy was very bad- 



Many of the Serbs bad never been In 
a car before, and most of the wa}ktng 
cases preferred crawling over the back 
of It to entering by the door. The 
cushiotu were considered as excellent 
fotftstoofs, and were removed from 
the seats and put on the floor, it I 
was agonizing work, driving the 
wounded men, and the cars were com- 
pelled to come down from 6,000 feet 
in altHude to the valley below, at the 
rate of about half a mile an hour. 

Misa McCaw related an Incident that 
occurred one evening In the camp. 
She and another girl were alone in 
their huts when shells began to fall. 
The other girl ran to the rocks for 
sheKer, hut. it being her first experi- 
ence with shells. Miss McCaw was 
undecided what to do. In the stress 
of the moment she got under her 
camp bed. The tents on cither aide 
were destroyed, but hers was not 
touched. 

Miss McCaw then told of the Uouble 
which she and her tent-mate had dur- 
ing rain and wind storms. First, one 
would tighten the ropes of the tent 
on account of the wind. Then it 
would rain, and someone would have 
to loosen them again. After that the 
pole would begin to rock and someone 
would spend an hour or so holding it, 
and when that had been given up the 
tent would usually blow down — some- 
times coverias them up, sometimes 
leaving tbem out in the rain. 

The days were getting colder and 
the food was not good, *hougb It was 
a vast Improvement on the summer, 
when there was very seldom enough 
to go around. The dust was terrific. 
Most of the material had been sunk 
on the way to the hospital, and the 
cars were wearing out, so that the 
trials of the drivers were greatly in- 
creased. Many a girl waa compelled 
I to come back with her tiros stuffed 
I with grass, for they had got beyond 
i mending. 

I In September they moved again and 
this t'me conditions were improved, 
though they were not, by any means, 
luxurious. From their new position 
they looked down on Monastlr plain, 
with its military camps, and In the 
other direction on the trenches and 
batterie.s.

offtaces, and she herself saw people 
who had been rendered helpless by 
having the ligaments in their arms and 
legs cut. Many families had been 
deported and two-thirds of them have 
never come back. 

The ambulances went on to the 
next town, where they found 160 htip- 
less aad starring paUeata. The Ger- 
mans and Austrlans had Uken awa^ 
every_ able-bodied men with them. 
They had destroyed all the madiciae, 
food and water, and left only the bad- 
ly wounded men behind. Very few 
of these men lived. The filth was 
terrible aad the treatment of the peo- 
ple was fiendish beyond words. It 
was awful to see the SerUana come 
staggering back from Bulgaria, ao 
weak aad maltreated that amay of 
them died by the itwdside. 

When the news of tlie armistice came 
the ambulances were orderedlto Bel- 
grade. They had to commandeer men 
and pull the cars in. The roads were 
so bad that the A.S.C. would not pass, 
but the Scottish Women, with their 
UBual luck, got 14 out of 16 cars 
through. 

Refugees and returning prisoners 
continued to pour into the city, and 
the food shortage was more than seri- 
ous. The hospital cat was stolen by 
the soldiers, and made excellent soup 
for their dinner. The people of Bel- 
grade had been very badly treated,! 
and the Austrian Governor had done' 
everything in his power to enrage | 

them. I

After five weeks In Belgrade, :hllss 
McCaw got a chance to come home 
with a French transport, and eventu- 
ally arrived In England, and from 
there came to Canada. 

The lieaity applause was sufficient 
testimony of tlic appreuiatiou of Ihe 
audience of Miss .McCaw's story, and, 
as Mrs. Howell said, the only thing 
one regretted was that she had not 
found time to tell the story of bow 
she won her Serbian decoration.

Many critical operations were per- 
formed In the hospital, and the wo- 
men surgeons did wonderful work. 
Everyone arose at 6.30 and breakfast- 
ed at 7.00. There were many holes 
In the root of the mess tent, which 
necessitated the moving ot the tables 
when It rained, so as to avoid the 
greatest possible number of drip*. 

After breakfast the convalescent 
patients were seal off on the train' 
and a receipt was received for each 
one. Then the trains bringing in 
wounded were evacuated. The less 
serious cases were sent on and the 
others brought to the hospital. The 
ambulances were most useful. 

The Serbian trenches were in a val- 
ley, and the wounded were first 
brought to the dressing station, where 
they were attended to, as well as; pos- 
sible. Then those who were able to 
sit up were strapped into chairs on 
tbo side of a mule, and brought up 
to the next dressing station. The 
stretcher cases were strapped onto 
board carriages and brought up also 
by mules. This was fearfully rough 
travelling, aad caused tbo death of 
many of the men. 

An effort was made to open up a 
road 'or ambulances, and the hospital 
was moved forward. In this Mir 
position it was often bombed. No 
direct hit was registered on the camp 
but 30 cars were blown up one day 
not far from it. The Italian, French, 
English and Serbian camps were near- 
by, and the men and guns were seen 
every day going up to the front line 
trenches. The Boches had an aero- 
plane squadron of 22, which caused 
considerable excitement, and did a 
great deal of damage in the villages. 

After , three months in the valley 
Miss McCaw moved up to the second 
dressing stotlon, which was at an al- 
titude of 3,000 Ket. They were much 
troubled with unwounded ^gar pria- 
onera, Whom no one seemed inclined 
to take. The ambtflaaoe drivera were 
sent off with three prisoner* apiece, 
and usually had great difficulty in 
disposing of them— the plea being that 
theré were no guards to take charge 
of them. However, two guards for 
each prisoner were usually produced, 
.if one was Insistent enough. / 

The roads here were terrible. In 
a distance of seven kilometres 'theré 
were only three passlng places, so 
that when the ambulances , M-ent up 
the road was closed until thfy had all 
come down again. There ^Irere .many 
narrow escapes from various accidents 
on this road.

The camp here was often above the 
clouds, but ttaost of. the time in them, 
which made it impossible to live com- 
fortably in tents. The wind storms 
blew all the'.r possessions 2,000 feet 
down the mountain, and made things 
generally unpleasant, Finally, huts 
were built for them and a Bulgar pris- 
oner was set to work making stoves 
out of petrol tins. They were much 
troubled by the wolves, which made 
travelling alone at night dangerous. 

The Serbs were badly fed and 
scurvy broke out. After that camo 
the "flu," tlien malaria and dysentery. 
The cars wero In a very bad shape 
and many of the escapes from almost 
certain death on the bad roads were 
nothing short of miraculous. Mias 
McCaw was compelled to rtm her car 
Into a cliff once, to stop It In time tu 
avoid , a collision. It turned over but 
no one was hurt. Another girl went 
over a 2,000-ft. precipice but happened 
to land on the one piece of rock which 
Jutted out from the aide. She climb 
ed up, got some Serbians, pulled vp 
her car, mended it, and came home. 
The cars had to go up cattle tracks, 
which were so steep that they had to 
be pushed up, but once they were up 
they nwnaged to come down by tbenu 
selves, and bring the wounded in safe- 
ly. > 

Miss McCaw spoke of the French 
and English Ambulance Corps, who 
were always ready to help them. Tha 
Serbian army, she said, was a won 
derful army to work with. The men 
often sat up all night to watch the 
roads, while the sisters slept In their 
cars. They walked miles for help 
when the cars broke down, and were 
always willing to ahare what food 
they had with the drivers, 

The Bulgars gave in and the Serbs 
advanced. With the Second BatUllon 
was an Englishwoman who went aa 
a private. She led her regiment over 
the top, was very badly wounded, and 
received the Serbian decoration, 
eautvaient to the V.C., for the deed. 

The {unbttlanoes moved on rapidly 
but when they stopped to rest for an 
hour a very excited French Colonel, 
who had been riding after them, ap 
peared to say that they were the only 
people in front of the army, and that 
they must wait two hours, until the 
machine-guns had time to clear the 
way. They waited and then pushed 
on In time to enter the evacuated city 
with the cavalry and guns. 

Here they found 1,700 patients, and 
nowhere to put them. They cleaned 
out the public buildings, put straw\>n 
the floors and packed the men in like 
sardines. Everything had been stol- 
en, and they had absolutejy no hos- 
pttal equipment, the next day the 
dressing station arrived. 

Miss McCaw then spoke of the ter- 
rible atrocities committed by the Bul- 
gars. A woman had been burned at 
the stake for helping sonu Serbian

HISTORICAL 
CLUB HEAR TWO 
GOOD PAPERS 



(Continued from last issue) 

Confrontcd"v with such stupendous 
problems. Sir Wilfrid Laurier In year 
1908 recommended that Mr. King, 
CM.C, Deputy Jlinistcr of Labour, be 
: commissioned to confer with the Brit- 
ish authorities on the subject of imj. 
migratiKW from tbe Orient, and the 
ImmigraUon from India in particular. 
Mr Kingr, having consented and ably 
handled the situation, presented on 
April 17, 1908, to the Dominion Oov- 
emment his report. 

The report ot Mr. King explains 
clearly that tbe question of the mlgra- 
Uon of peoples of the Orient and the 
problems to which it , gives rise, 
whether It be in connection with immi- 
gration or emigration as , between 
different parts ot the British Empire 
or betwoen portions of the British 
Empire -and foreign countries, is by 
no means a new one to the British 
authorities. Australasia, South Africa 
and India have each forced a «^ider- 
atlon of the subject upon the Attention 
ot British statesmen^ foç. ysara past. Of 
tbe outlyins DomUnions, Cafiada's ex- 
perience has been the most recent, 
though, in kind, tbe Issues and posHlbll- 
iticB Involved are much the same. As 
between Great BriUln and Canada, the 
effect of this is not without its ad- 
vantage to the Dominion. It has 
affonded in England a read^pprccia- 
tlon -r Canada's position, and an un- 
dcr.standlng of the sort ot considera- 
tions of which it is necessarjr to take 
account. That Canada should desira. 
to restrict immigration from the Orient 
Is regarded as natural. That Canada 
should remain a white man's country 
is bi-iicvcd to be not only desirable for 



economifi and social reasons, but 
highly necessary ion political and na- 
tional groimds. With this general 
Tleiw is also held tbe r>articular one 
that ii^ matters which so vitally affect 
her own wtifare. Canada is the best 
Jodga ot th« course to be adopted, and 
ttaat^M a self-gtoveming Dominion she 
cannot be expected to refrain from 
enactinc sucli meas-ures in the way of 
restriction as in the discretion ot her 
people are deemed most oq^ient. As 
a omllary to this right ot self-govern- 
ment is the understanding that inter- 
national alliances and British connec- 
tion place no restrictions on the right 
of the Dominion legislate as may 
be most ideslrable in matters affecting 
immigi«tion. Whilst Canadian auton- 
omy is thus fully conceded and re- 
spected. Canada's position as a part of 
tbe Britidb IJrapire Is regarded as 
affording a sufficient guarantee that 
the exercise of her plenary powers in 
this particular will not be without a 
due regard to the obligations which 
citizenship wjthin the Empire entails. 
The attitude of the Canadian Gm-em- 
ment. as evidenced by the present 
mission, was regarded as affording a 
most welcome and opportune expres- 
sion of Canada's recognition of her 
responsibilities.- ' Nothing could have 
been more cordial than tbe apprécia 
tlon everywhere expressed, that In a 
matter .s ) vitally affocting the interests 
of Hritish subjects in remote parts of 
the Empire, Canada should have been 
the first to seek a conference with the 
parts affected, that the several policies 
might be brought Into hai-ni'-.ny and 
tbe wiser counsels of conciliation 
made to prevail. 

The variegated character ot the 
British Empire is in no particular, per- 
haps, niore fully exemplified than in 
the circumstance th it within Its con- 
fines are to be fcimd all the features 
which the problem of Oriental imnii- 
gration presents. This fact differen- 
tiates to , a degree, as oompared with 
countries of a single nationality. 
Some of the factors which are of vital 
moment In a c-:nsidcration of the best 
methods by which to cope witli the dif- 
ficulties that arise, in that whilst new 
obligations are enoounteTed, oppor- 
tunities of mutual arrangement and 
concession are afforded) which are 
often impossible as between countries 
of distinct sovereignties. A rccogni- 
tlian of the good ot the whole brings 
with It an attitude ot forbearance and 
restraint in the several parts, and, 
what is all important, a comprehensive 
nnderstanding Is rendered possible. 

It was already recognized in regard 
to emigration from India Canari,! 



tliat the native of Ind&i la not a person 
suited to this ooontry, that, accustom- 
ed as many of them are to tbe condi- 
tions of a tropical climate, and pos- 
sessing manners and customs «o unlike 
those of our own people, their inability 
to readily adapt themselves to sur- 
ix>undine8 oitirely different, could not 
do ether than «tail an amount ot 
privation and sufferfng which ren- 
ider a discontinuance of such immigra- 
ti<m most desirable in tbe interest of 
Indians themselves. It was recognized, 
too, that the competition of this class 
of labour, though not likely to prove 
effective, if left to itwlf, might nonej 
the less, were the numbers to beccmc 
considerable (as conceivably could, 
happen w^ere self-interest on tbe part 
of individuals to be allowed to over- 
ride considerations of humanity and^ 
national well-being, and tbe importa- 1 
tion of this class ot labour under con- 1 
tract permitted) occasion considerable! 
unrest among worldng men whose! 
standard of comfort is of a taigberl 
order, and wbo» as citizens with family; 
and civic obligatioos, have expend!-^ 
Unes to meet and a status to maintain 
I which the Gooiie immigrant is ln% a 
l<o::i;;o;i wholly to Ignore. 

Immigration from India is not spon. 
taneous, but owes its existence to cer- ! 
tain influences, as follows: ! 

(1) Tbe distribution throughout cer- 
Uin of the rural districts by India, of 
glowing accounts of tbe opportunities 
of fortune-making in the Province of 
British Columbia; visions ot fields of 
fortune so brightly hued that many an j 
Indian peajsant farmer, to ra'.se the, 
money for tbe Jottrney, had mortgaged | 
to the lender of the village his home- 1 
stead and all that it contained at aj 
rate of interest varying from fifteen 
to twenty per cent. | 

(2) The activity of certain steam-' 
ship agents, who were desirous or 
selling transportation in the Interest ' 
of the companies with which they were i 
connected, and of themselves profiting I 
by the commission reaped. 

(3) The activity of certain indl-| 
viduals In the Province ot British Co- 
lumbia — among the^^nui^ber one or two | 
Brahmins, who were desirous of ex-i 
plotting their feltow-BubJecta; and I 
certain industrial concerns which.' 
with the object of obtaining a class | 
of unskilled labour at a price below 
the current rate, assisted in inducing | 
a number ot tbe natives to leave their 
actual or virtual agreements to work 
for hire. •
